LABOR THERE AND HERE, 


HERE is a lesson in the London strike. The American workman can 
read the story of the strait and starvation of low-priced labor. The 
dockmen who transfer to and from the vast number of vessels that crowd 
the Thames have been receiving five pence (ten cents) an hour for irregu- 
lar and uncertain work; twelve cents an hour for work before six in the 
morning and after eight at night. The strike of over one hundred thou- 
sand men was caused by the dock companies refusing to give for spasmodic 
work twelve cents an hour be- 
1% fail tween six and six, and sixteen 
ee | | cents per hour for labor before 
y ») ir ) and after. The dock compa- 
inh y nies claim that the demanded 
increase of pay would drive 
commerce to cheaper ports, or 
that they could import workers 
from other parts of Europe at 
less than the demanded price 
to replace the dissatisfied strik- 
ers. One dollar a day in a 
great and expensive city, and 
that amount of wage uncer- 
tain, is not an attractive figure 
to hold up before our “ down- 
trodden” tariff-protected work- 
men. Even the Democratic 
press of New York city is de- 
nouncing the ghastly greed of 
the cigar-manufacturers who 
force their workmen down to 
twelve dollars per week as 
coining human lives into 
money. The struggle of the 
English stevedore is not for 
brown-stone fronts, is not for 
a division of the vast wealth 
with which that island over- 
flows, and which is striving 
for investment as gathered capital drawn from the sweat and blood of its 
people. It is simply an asking for such compensation for daily toil as 
will cement in the cheapest way body and soul together. While the so- 
called “ iron-barons ” of Pittsburg are being denounced for their accumu- 
lations of wealth, it is shown by investigation of their pay-rolls that at even 
the late reduction the ordinary skilled worker averages over twelve hun- 
dred dollars per year. It should also be remembered that by the use of 
recent mechanical appliances, while the product of the furnace is trebled, 
the labor that was heretofore exhaustive, and as hot as hades, now requires 
little else than alert supervision of machinery in a temperature but a little 
higher than that of a summer day. The iron and coal mines are the 
marked and almost the only industries that, on account of the influx of 
cheap foreign and unskilled labor, are especially depressed in the amount 
of pay. 

It is a singular fact that many of our Democratic and conspicuous 
free-trade politicians, so earnest to help the abused workers of the country, 
are the owners or controllers of the properties that give the lowest and 
most irregular price for work. It is not claimed that there is any philan- 
thropy in business. Charity cannot be continuously or indiscriminately in- 
corporated in a pay-roll. It looks nevertheless wonderfully like cant for 
the Gradgrinds of the mines to apostrophize with one hand the benefi- 
cence of free trade and with the other garrote labor to its last possible liv- 
ing gasp. 

It ought to be and is the wish of every thoughtful man that labor in 
this broad land may be so sheltered in its opportunity that the industrious

As a rule, when one takes up a novel the motif of which is laid in theosophy, he 
may feel almost sure that a poor use will be made of the material. The fantastic 
phenomena connected with this philosophy offer many strange and peculiar points 
to the imagination—points which would be looked upon with contempt by those 
liberalists and realists who maintain that there is nothing more interesting than 
commonplace events and commonplace people.

Mme. Blavatsky, Mr. Sinnett, and other writers on the occult. 

The style in which this little story is written betrays a beauty of language, a 
poetry of feeling, and a sincerity of sentiment that are generally entirely absent 
from the cheap paper-covered novels of the period—and ‘‘ A Philosopher” is both 
cheap and paper-covered. Its title is not precisely what could be desired. It is too 
long, and yet not adequate. Cadogan cannot be said to be in love, since he re- 
sisted love and overcame it. He was a philosopher, inasmuch as he was a lover of 
wisdom ; but he differed so widely from western ideas of what constitutes philoso- 
phership that the name is misleading. But the authors probably gave considerable 
thought to the matter. He knew that philosophers are seldom in love and seldomer 
in uniform. Hence their choice. 

€adogan reaches a conclusion different from that of most theosophists. In his 
speech after being exhumed from seven years’ torpidity, he states definitely that 
theosophy is a fraud ; and he is about to reveal the secret which will explain his 
reasons for this statement, when he is furtively put to death by a long golden 
needle in the hands of an attendant, Mahatma. ‘The brochure is very bright and 
well worth reading.—V. Y. Morning Journal. 

Of all the weird, dramatic, and intensely interesting novels of this era, none can 
surpass ‘‘A Philosopher in Love and in Uniform,” just published by the Judge 
publishing company. Its author must have been not only a soldier, but a man 
familiar with life in its various phases, and, beyond that, a deep and laborious 
student in recendite literature.

He proclaims himself as ‘‘ the forerunner in this country of a 
coming army of men who shall seek to determine man’s connection with the In- 
finite,” aud asserts that the members of that army ‘‘ will elevate man’s spiritual nat- 
ure until mortality will merge into immortality without the change of death and the 
grave.” Despite its deep philosophic nature, the story is intensely interesting
